Kill that stinkweed: If you have 
fall rye, the likelihood is that you 
field is infested with stinkweed. A 
heavy growth of stinkweed will su- 
press the crop and no doubt ulti- 
mately depress the yield, to say 
nothing about the disagreeable 
taste and odor in the milk from 
cows pastured on these fields. It 
would certainly be to your advan- 
tage to spray these weed infested 
fields with 2,4-D. Four ounces of 
acid per acre should do the job 
Get at it as soon as possible before 
the stinkweed flowers. it will kill 
more easily with less acid when the 
plants are small. 

When the trees arrive: Within the 
next few weeks thousands of trees 
Will be going out to farmers all over 
the country. Pick up these trees 
from your express office as soon as 
you can after arrival. The shorter 
the time the trees are out of the 
ground the more likely will be your 
planting success.

ONLY CIGARETTE SMOKING 
LINKED TO CANCER 


A cancer specialist says unpub- 
lished findings suggest a close rela- 
tionship between lung cancer and 
cigarette smoking but nov pipe or 
cigar smoking 

Dr. Norinan Topping. Vice-presi- | 
dent of a U.S, university for medi- 
cal affairs, says that there was a 
definite correlation between cigar- | 
etle smoking and lung cancer, but! 
there was no correlation between 
cigar smoking or pipe smoking. 

He said: "The implication there 
is that it was not the tobacco neces- 
sarily which caused the cancer of 
the lung, but that something in the 
process or perhaps the pecularitics 
of the cigarette smoking were cor- 
related with cancer of the lung 
rather than tobacco per se. 

Otherwise you would find it in 
heavy cigar smokers as well, which 
was not found. 

The report continued: “Smoking 
certainly is not the only cause of 
lung cancer, or does in any sense 
everybody who smokes excessively 
get lung cancer, but there is a cor- 
relation between the smoking and 
the amount smoked and the oc- 
cursence of cancer of the lung, 
which is a problem of rapidly in- 
creasing proportions,” 

“It has been suggested that peo- 
ple who smoke are more tense, 
more nervous and have a different 
hormone composition from the 
people who do not, and that cancer 
of the lung and conceivably else- 
where may receive emphasis from 
this and not the mechanical act 
of smoking.”
